Government will put 
heat on office buildings 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The temperature in most 
theaters, restaurants, stores, offices and industrial and 
government buildings will rise this summer — and not 


The Department of Energy is expected early this week 
to submit to President Carter a proposal limiting how low 
thermostats in about 5 million nonresidential buildings 


The regulations could go into effect as early as the end 
of the week, once the president issues an order. 

The Energy Department’s proposal is aimed at saving 
195,000 to 390,000 barrels of oil a day. That represents 1 
percent to2 percent of the daily U.S. oil consumption, but 
as much as 10 percent of the energy used for air condi- 


tioning and heating, federal officials estimate. 

Last month, regulations were proposed that would 
have required thermostats in most nonresidential build- 
ings to be set no lower than 80 degrees Fahrenheit during 
the summer. But that proposed setting sparked so many 
complaints that the Energy Department lowered the 
limit to 78 degrees, The Washington Post said in today’s 


editions. 


The regulations call for thermostats to be dialed no 
higher than 65 degrees in the winter. They also require 
that hot water not be raised above 105 degrees, except 
where sanitary codes require otherwise. 

Hospitals, rlinics, elementary and nursery schools, 
certain art galleries and some food warehouses would be 
exempted under the proposal. 

The government is expected to rely heavily on state 
and local officials for compliance, as well as private fuel 
distributors, utilities and building owners.

Marilyn Pearce, assistant operations supervisor at 
the Bank of California’s north Berkeley branch on Henry 
Street. said she thought the Anthony dollar would share 
the ignominous fate of the $2 bill, which all but disap- 
peared from circulation shortly after it was reintroduced 
several years ago. 

(Our customers) haven't been impressed with the 
dollar at all. They think it’s terrible.’ Ms. Pearce said. 
“It’s too close to the size of a quarter.”’ 

She added that merchants were not requesting the 
new coin because of the cost of building an additional 
space inside their cash registers. 

“My initial reaction was, I don’t like them. They’re 
too small — they’re rather flimsy.” said David Pleece, 
manager of the Richmond brantch of American Savings 
and Loan Association. Pleece said his office is not dis- 
tributing the new coins. 

The single note of undiluted praise was sounded by 
Mary Spencer, president of the San Francisco chapter of 
the National Organization for Women, who said, “We 
think it’s beautiful, very well done, and a very remarka- 
ble thing to have a real woman on a coin in the United 
States for the first time in our history.” 

Laura X, director of the Women’s History Research 
Center in Berkeley, had a different view. She called it 
“very ironic’’ that a woman’s image finally has been put 
ona dollar “now that the dollar isn’t worth very much.”’

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 5 
of Chapter 211 of the Statutes of 
1919, City Council is required to de- 
velop and submit to the State Lands 
Commission for its approval, a pro- 
cedure, rules, and regulations to gov- 
ern the issuance, renewal, or re-

SECTION 1:Title. The following 
shall be known as the Development 
Plan and Regulations for the Albany 
Waterfront Plan. 


SECTION 2: Conditions Precedent 
(Master Development Agreement). 
Any development plan, lease and/or 
concession to be granted by the City 
of Albany upon lands in the Albany 
Waterfront Plan shall be of statewide 
public benefit and in full compliance 
with each of the following:

regulations, and the General 
Plan; and, 
California statutory provision 
assuring balance between fish 
and wildlife resources and en- 
vironment, nature studies, re- 
creational activities, public 
navigation, fishing and 
selected development. 


SECTION 3: Proposals. All prop- 
osed development plans, leases 
and/or concessions for the Albany 
Waterfront Plan shall be awarded 
only after having been processed and 
solicited in accordance with the fol- 
lowing: 

(a) After having consulted with the 
Waterfront Committee and 
other available persons having 
relevant expertise, the City 
Council shall cause to be pre- 
pared a form of the develop- 
ment plan, lease and/or con- 
cession agreement and invita- 
tion to submit proposals. 

(b) The matter shall then be placed 
on an agenda for consideration 
by the City Council for approval 
to advertise for proposals. 

(c) Following Council approval, 
the invitation to submit prop- 
osals shall be advertised in the 
local edition of the Wall Street 
Journals and in appropriate 
local daily newspapers and 
trade journals as determined by 
the City Council, and in accor- 
dance with the notice provi- 
sions contained in Section 30 
of the Albany City Charter. 

The invitation to. submit prop- 
osals shall also be communi- 
cated to all other potentially 
qualified persons whose in- 
terest is then known to the City 
of Albany, and in accordance 
with the notice provisions con- 
tained in Section 30 of the Al- 
bany City Charter.

“I definitely see a need within the community for a 
tool lending project like this. The whole idea is to have 
tools available so people can improve their home envi- 
ronment. I think people are taking it in this spirit.” 

Although Albany runs a small-scale tool loan prog- 
ram, the Berkeley project is the only one of its magnitude 
in Northern California and one of the few in the entire 
United States, according to McElligott. 

Someday, McElligott would like to initiate how-to 
repair or remodel classes, so customers can learn basic 
techniques then borrow necessary tools. Meantime, the 
librarian will offer advice to those who ask. 


School

ALBANY — Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Carol Tucker Foreman has 
proposed that schools par- 
ticipating in the national 
school lunch and breakfast 
programs have an option on 
the procedures used to an- 
nounce income eligibility 
criteria. 

Currently schools must 
notify parents of the income 
scales for both free and re- 
duced price meals. 

Under the proposal, when 
sending out the required 
notice to parents, schools 
would have the option of in- 
cluding the maximum in- 
come standard for reduced 
price meals alone or they 
could also include the in- 
cae standard for free me- 
als. 

The maximum income 
for reduced price meals is 
the pertinent information 
that parents need to know to 
apply for either reduced 
price or free meals, Fore- 
man said.
